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Message  from  the  Headmaster 


One  of  the  things  that 
faculty  members  work 
hardest  at  is  providing  a 
wide  range  of  experiences  that 
encourage  the  deep  engagement 
of  students.  That  engagement  is 
inspired  by  the  instruction  of 
talented  faculty.  The  faculty,  in 
turn,  receive  significant  support 
from  committed  volunteers 
whether  from  the  Board  of 
Directors,  the  Parent  Volunteer 
Association  or  from  the 
community  at  large.  This 
dynamic  partnership  of  teachers 
and  volunteers  contributes  to  the 
richness  of  the  educational 
experiences  our  students  receive. 

However,  we  are  always 
looking  for  ways  to  improve 
those  experiences.  That  is  why, 
throughout  the  year,  much  of  the 
focus  of  the  Board  and  other  volunteers  has  been 
directed  toward  our  "Making  Room  for  the  Future" 
capital  project.  The  project  has  always  been  about 
quality — the  quality  of  our  learning  and  teaching 
environment.  The  purpose  was  not  to  increase 
enrollment  but  to  improve  facilities  so  that  we  can 
deliver  our  programmes  more  effectively. 

As  I  said  at  last  year's  Prizegiving,  there  are  times, 
even  in  our  homes,  when  we  have  to  add  rooms  and 
renovate.  The  time  is  right  for  Selwyn  House.  Our  new 
construction  will  add  almost  forty  per  cent  to  our  total 
square  footage. 

For  those  of  us  who  learn  and  teach  here  every  day, 
we  know  what  a  big  difference  an  expanded  state-of- 
the-art  library/learning  centre  will  make.  We  know  how 
a  bigger  dining  hall  will  contribute  to  the  civility  of  our 
environment  and  permit  scheduling  flexibility  not 
previously  possible.  We  know  how  much  the  new 
gymnasium  will  contribute  to  the  quality  of  the  physical 
education  programme. 


We  know  how  much  easier  it  will  be  to  work  in 
enlarged  classrooms  that  can  properly  and  efficiently 
accommodate  modern  teaching  methods  and  new 
technologies. 

In  regard  to  technology,  the  School  has,  over  the  last 
few  years,  already  invested  significant  resources  in 
ensuring  that  we  are  making  the  best  use  of  technology. 
Furthermore,  the  Board  has  approved  the  introduction 
of  a  laptop  programme  for  the  Middle  School  in 
September  2003. 

The  research  in  this  area  is  convincing.  "Anywhere, 
anytime "  access  to  technology  gives  flexibility  to  both 
teachers  and  students  to  make  the  wisest  use  of  this 
powerful  medium  for  gathering  information  and  for 
communication. 

We  look  forward  to  the  challenges  of  completing 
our  building  programme  and  of  implementing  our 
technology  plan.  We  are  confident  that,  with  the 
continued  support  of  the  Selwyn  House  community-,  we 
will  succeed  to  the  benefit  of  our  students.

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The  Lucas  Fund 


The  Lucas  Fund  is  derived  from  a  special  fee  that  is  charged  to  students,  beginning  in  Grade  7.  It  is  primarily  used 
for  property  improvements  and  capital  equipment  purchases,  which  are  not  covered  by  government  grants  and 
tuition  fees. 
Under  the  law,  the  School  may  charge  in  tuition  fees  no  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  amount  it  receives  from  the 
government  by  way  of  grants.  To  compensate  for  this  limit,  the  School  established  the  Lucas  Fund  so  that  it  can 
continue  providing  the  standard  of  instruction  and  programmes  that  Selw)'n  House  students  require.

As  well,  the  Veritas  Fund  was  established  to  provide 
scholarships  and  financial  aid  so  that  worthy  students  could 
consider  an  education  at  Selwyn  House. 

Currently,  the  priorities  ot  the  Veritas  Fund  are  to  increase 
scholarship  and  financial-aid  funds,  to  enhance  and  maintain  the 
School's  technology,  and  to  establish  and  maintain  fijnds  for  on- 
going professional  development. 

Should  donors  wish  to  designate  some  other  specific  use  for 
their  donation,  they  may  do  so. 

The  Veritas  Fund,  through  the  Annual  Giving  Campaign, 
helps  the  School  maintain  the  quality  of  its  programmes. 
Through  the  Capital  Campaign,  the  Veritas  Fund  helps  the 
School  maintain  and  enhance  its  facilities  and  increase 
endowment. 

The  School  looks  to  its  community  to  help  bridge  the  gap 
between  the  real  cost  of  quality  instruction  and  reasonable 
tuition  fees,  in  order  to  maintain  the  highest  quality  of 
education.

For  Selw\'n  House  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  future, 
we  will  need  more  than  a  dedicated  communit}'  and 
a  top-notch  academic  programme.  We  must  ensure 
that  our  facilities  are  up  to  date,  and  that  their  design  and 
appropriateness  contribute  to  the  most  effective  current 
teaching  practices.  In  short,  the  best  school  must  continue 
to  make  room  for  the  best  students. 

The  new  building,  with  its  library  and  learning  centre, 
computer  labs,  resource  centre  and  seminar  room,  agora 
and  state-of-the-art  classroom,  will  be  fully  operational 
when  students  return  to  school  in  September. 

Below  ground  level,  students  will  be  able  to  take 
advantage  of  the  new  gymnasium  complete  with  bleachers, 
a  climbing  wall,  team  lockers  and  change  rooms.  The 
tunnel  Irom  the  new  building  to  the  Macaulay  Building, 
which  will  house  some  much-needed  locker  space,  will 
also  be  operational. 

The  next  phases  of  the  project  involve  the  renovation 
of  the  Lucas  Building.  In  order  to  minimize  the  disruption 
to  the  daily  life  of  the  school,  we  are  dividing  the  work 
into  three  phases  to  take  place  over  the  course  of  the  next 
three  summers. 

Phase  I:  This  summer  we  will  convert  the  current 


dining  hall  into  a  new  Middle  School  science  lab, 
reception  area,  After-School  Programme  office  and 
Admission  offices.  The  current  Lucas  Gymnasium  will 
become  our  new  dining  hall,  with  enough  space  to  allow 
us  to  schedule  nvo  lunch  sittings  instead  of  three.  Further 
renovation  of  this  space  will  occur  in  Phase  III. 

Phase  II:  The  second  phase  will  occur  in  the  summer  of 
2004  and  will  focus  on  the  renovation  of  the  second  and 
third  floors  of  the  Lucas  Building.  Existing  classrooms  will 
be  enlarged  and  new  teaching  areas  will  be  created  from 
freed  space. 

Phase  III:  The  third  and  final  phase  will  occur  in  the 
summer  of  2005  and  will  include  the  renovation  of  the 
kitchen,  the  auditorium/dining  room  and  the  Senior 
science  labs. 

All  this,  and  a  commitment  to  maintaining  our  current 
enrollment  numbers. 

We  have  raised  over  $11. 8  million  of  our  $l4.6-million 
construction  goal  (at  time  of  printing).  Many  thanks  to  all 
donors  and  those  who  have  committed  pledges.
